Will Pay the Indemnity If the 
British Will Withdraw. 


WASHIXRT0N» April áo.—Dispfttchca ro- 
cclTod by the Associated Press conflrm tho 
reports thafc tho naval forco of Grroat Brlfe- 
aln has taken possession of Corluto, tho 
principal cvistoms port of Nlcaraprua, and 
will proceed to collect tho $75,000 indem- 
nity doniiiudod for tho expulsion of British 
ConBul Hatch. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragna, May 
No deil- 
nlto information has beon priven out hero 
afi to the attitude of Groat Britain on tho 
proposal that her warships be withdrawn 
from tho port of Corluto as a condition 
precedent to tho payment In London, ilf- 
teon days lator, by Nicaragua of f77,600 do- 
manded by Great Britain. It la known, 
however,that communioatlona aro actively 
passing between tho Manaptua and Wash- 
ington ffOTornmánts through Sonor Guz- 
man, tho Nicaraprua minister, looking to 
seourlng Great Britain's assent to tho 
prompt evacuation of Corinto. Tho actual 
terms for tho bringing about of this end 
havo not yet beon settled, "but accordlniíto 
the Information at hand it can bo stated 
that Nicaragua is wUllnj? to sottle the 
trouble by accepting tho proposition for a 
compromise on tho lines abovo sot forth. 


Tho attitude of the United States In en- 
deAVoring to bring about a settlement of 
the delicate questions Involved is highly 
appreciated by those who havo tho best In- 
teroits of Nicaragua at heart, and It Is bo- 
lloved that eventually, through tho exer- 
cise of hor good oillcos, tho matter will bo 
Bottlod poacoably with honor. 


When tho British took possession of Cor-'' 
into thpy found that tho town had not 
bepn- only practically abandoned by its 
resldonts, but that every effort had boon 
made to provent any but real property 
from falling into their hands. 
All tho 
goods, etc,, that had been entered and 
warohoused at tho port had beon removed, 
and no artlclca of export could bo found, 
their receipt having been stopped when it 
beoamo positively known that tho British 
would take possession of tho placo. 


All trado at tho port has beon aban- 
doned, and tho Paclilo mall steamers no 
longer call there slnco the government do- 
olared tho plaoo to be no longer a port of 
entry. 
Nicaragua was well within her 
rights when she adopted this courso, and 
tho possession by tlie British of a deserted 
town, whore not a dollar's worth of marl- 
time business Is being done, affords amuse- 
ment to thoso who aro not intorosted in 
the dispute except as observers. 


AS VIEWKD AT WASIIINGTON. 


Tho BritUh Attitudo Generally Kegarded 


as Ovorboiiring. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—At tho state de- 
partment tho news that Nicaragua had 
agreed to pay tho $77,500 Indemnity within 
fifteen 4ays after tho departure of tho 
British troops was seemingly expected, 
though no direct advices had been re- 
ceived by the department. In fact. Min- 
ister Baker Is now in Costa Ilica, and 
there is very little communication between 
this government and tho legation at Man- 
agua. 


The British government 
wants 
the 
money paid in the presence of tho British 
fleet at Corinto, or while the fleet is still 
there, and tho troops are In possession of 
tho town. The British government, accord- 
ing to a Rtato department oiliclal, wants 
tho payment made as though under duress. 
It Is hoped, however, that tho offer made 
at the suggestion of the United States, 
and which Managua advices say have been 
satisfactory to tho Nicaraguan 
govorn- 
mont, will bo agreed to by Great Britain, 
though no assurances to this effect have 
boon received. 


It appears, in this conncction, that the 
threat of revolution in Nicaragua has given 
tho United States an opportunity to urge 
with more force a peaceable sottlement of 
tho present dliliculty, as such a result of 
tho British occupution might seriously 
threaten tho lives and property of United 
States citizens. 


It is generally considered hero that tho 
Nicaraguan government has acted with 
greiit shrewdness. Thoir offer places tho 
responsibility for further complloatlonB 
entirely on the shoulders of England. Tho 
Nicaraguans' refusal to yield to superior 
forco while thoir chief seaport is com- 
manded by Bi'lclsli cannon and occupied 
by Bi'ltleh sailors and marines cannot bo 
condemned by clvill'^ed public opluion. If 
England persists in attempting to enforce 
her demands at the cannon's muzzle all 
Indications point co serious and prolonged 
dlilicultles, in whlcli this country will in- 
evitably bo involved.

Th« Government Will Not r.lsteiL to OlTors 


of Coiuproinise* 


LONDON, May 1.—It is learned from 
oillcial sources that there has been no 
change in tho attitudo of Great Britain 
towards Nicaragua, tho British govern- 
ment having no alternative but to insitit 
upon a fiettiement of its demands and not 
to listen to any offers of compromise, Tiio 
United fcStates, it is added, is not interven- 
ing in the nu>ttoi'. 


The report that the British warships 
Wild Hwun and Satellite havo been or- 
dered to i-'aso do CnbeUos and ¡¿un Juan 
del SuVt and tJjut Hear Admiral titephen- 
son has cabled to London saying that Cor- 
into is a Ubeiess posiiessiyn is unfounded. 


In regard to tho ruiJoi't circulatcd by a 
Qews ngency that it is the iuUiiitijjn of 


Great Sritafn to seize poris in Honduras 
in order to secure tho payment of arrears 
of interest on a long outstanding loan It la 
pointed out that It is contrary to the policy 
of tho British governmont to take such^ 
action, or to interfere directly to collect 
Intorest on loans. 


AN ALARMING REPORT. 


Investigation Proves No 111 Feeling B»« 
twe«n Indians and Settlers* 


FAnoo, N.'D., May L—United States 
Marshal Cronan received tho following 
dispatch from Deputy fc^chindlor, at St. 
Johns: "Between 200 and 800 hostlles at 
Langan are preparing to resist, and citi- 
zens are leaving St. Johns through fear. 
If you come at all, bring assistance enough 
to quiet the disturbance and protect set- 
tlers/' 


It is stated also that tho Indians had 
burned tho houses of settlors who had tes- 
tified against them. But on running tho 
Btory down it appears that but one case of 
that kihd lias occurred. Sunday the mar- 
shal and deputy had a council with the In- 
dians who had rescued a half 
breed 
chargcd with cutting timber on govern- 
ment land from arrest, and told that they 
had come thoro to arrest tho parties, and 
that they should surely do it. Little Shell, 
chief of tho Turtle Mountain Indians, told 
them that the government had never paid 
tho Indians for thoir land, that he had 
given permission to cut tho timber, that 
ho had a right to give that permission, and 
that they would not allow any one to bo 
arrested for cutting timber under his or- 
ders or with his permission. 


Tho marshal reiterated tho statement 
that thoy had come to mako arrests and 
intended to do it. The Indians asked who 
they wanted, and on being informed, thoy 
called tho persons, and when they came In 
iho marshal read tho warrant and under- 
took to make tho arrest, but the Indians 
forcibly resisted. Tho marshal returned 
to Fargo and wired tho attorney general 
for Instructions. Tho offense is slight at 
most, and feeling Is general among tho 
settlors 
that 
tho Indictments against 
settlers and others in that region are 
more for tho purpose of making fees for 
olflcers than any other purpose. 


Thoro is no probability that anything 
will come out of tho alleged outbreak. 
There is no fooling between citizens and 
Indians, but towards Shindler, tho deputy 
who made tho arrest, and has njade him- 
self obnoxious in other matters, tho feel- 
ing is bitter. 


Another Stay for Buchanan* 


ALBANY, May 1.—Deputy Attorney Gen- 
oral Hasbrouck last evening advised War- 
den Sago, of Sing Sing, that he had bettor 
suspend tho execution of Dr. Robert Bu- 
clianan until after the appeal on the habeas 
corpus proceedings has been decided by the 
supremo court of tho United States. Tho 
question that now arises Is this: "If the 
United States supremo court dismisses tho 
appeal In tho habeas corpus application, 
will Dr. Buchanan havo to be resentenced 
boforo ho can bo executed?" 
It is tho 
opinion here that a resentence by tho 
court where he was originally sentenced 
will have to take place. 


Cancrht In a Seirer and Browned. 


PniLADELPHJA, April BO. —While Ste- 
phen Borden, aged 45 years, and Gus West, 
aged 18, were working in a sower at Wil- 
low and St. John streets they wore caught 
in the swift current and carried down to 
the Delaware river. Bordon was drowned 
and his body was not recovered, but West 
was picked up by a tugboat, none tho 
worse for his experience. Tho men wero 
employed in the morocco factory of J, A, 
Duncan & Co.. at 421 St. John street, and 
wore cleaning out the drain leading from 
the factory, 


Tonnosseo'a Gubernatorial Oontost. 


NABHVILLE, May 1.—When the legisla- 
tive joint convention adjourned last even- 
ing the clerk was still engaged in reading 
tho voluminous reports of the minority 
of tho investigating committee. The lie- 
publicans claim that they will defeat tho 
adoption of tho majority report, while 
Democrats contend the report will be 
adopted and Governor Turney declared to 
havo been elected governor. It is believed 
a decisive vote will be taken tomorrow. 


On Strike for SmaU Wa^es. 


BALTIMORE, May l.—The strike of the 
8,300 garment workers of this city, which 
was inaugurated yestorday.has been brew- 
ing for mouths, and was finally decided 
on Monday night. Tho decision to quit 
work mot with littlo opposition. The scale 
of wages demanded by tho men and wo- 
men are: 
Operators, 
balsters, 811; 
pressers, ^10; assistant opurators, $7; as- 
sistant balsters, 
bushelmen, |U; finish- 
ers, $0; felling hands, $4.

Kx-Mayor Grant I^Iarrled* 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The marriage 
of ox-Mayor Hugh J. Grant, of New York, 
and Miss Julian Murphy, eldest daughter 
of tho junior United States senator from 
New Yoik state, took pla«;© today at tho 
Jiojne of ¡,ho bride, tho miLUslon forjnerly 
ocoupiod by benator and Mrs. Stanford. 
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The Man in tlie Case a Son of 
Kentucky's G-overnor. 


LOUISVILLB. May 1.—At separate undop* 
taking establishments In this oity Ho tho 
bodies of perhaps two of tho most prom- 
inent people In tho stato of Kentucky. Ono 
that of Arohlo Brown, son and prlvato 
Boorotary to Kentucky's chlof oxecutlve; 
the other that of Mrs, Fulton Gordon, 
prominent because of her remarkable 
beauty and excellent family connections. 
Tho story Is a sad ono, and has caused ono 
of tho greatest sensations this city or stato 
has over beon called vipon to chronicle. 


Brown came to Louisville In response to 
a telegram from Mrs. Gordon, and met 
hor at 1025 Madison street, an evil resort 
kept by Lucie B. Smith. Tho couple Im- 
mediately went to an upstairs room which 
had been previously engaged. 
Half an 
hour later Fulton Gordon, the woman's 
husband, wont to the house and engaged a 
lower room, saying that a woman would 
join him shortly. The man closed all tho 
doors and a few minutes later a commo- 
tion was heard above, followed by a suc- 
cession of pistol shots. Then there was a 
hurried movement down stairs as Mrs. 
Gordon fled from tho scone. A few moro 
shots rang out, and she fell dead on tho 
porch in tho rear yard. Jaordon loft tho 
house and Immediately Brown's corpse 
was found up stairs. 


Gordon was arrested by Officers Reilly 
and Lapalllo as ho was about to jump In 
his buggy on a neighboring street. When 
arrested he said: 
shot both of them. 
I 
caught them In tho act. Thoy are both 
dead. I am shot too. Come with mo and 
I'll show you where thoy are." 


Gordon was as pale as a ghost and was 
evidently very weak. 
Tho officers and 
Gordon walked to Lucie Smith's. Just as 
they got inside tho front door Gordon 
staggered and was about to fall, when Of- 
ficer Rollly caught him. Ho was in a 
fainting condition and somebody dashed 
some water In his face. Tho officers then 
summoned the ambulance and Gordon 
was sent to jail. Oillcor Lapalllo said ho 
had known Mrs. Gordon by reputation for 
somo time. Sho had beon going by tho 
name of Keeso. 


Never was thoro a more sanguinary bat- 
tle than the ono fought on the second floor 
of Luclo Smith's house. Gordon had no 
difficulty in getting into tho room, as tho 
fact that there are no broken locks indi- 
cates that tho doors wore left unlatched. 
As soon as Gordon gained egress a desner- 
ato duel evidently began. 
Brown had a 
thirty-eight caliber revolver, which was 
found empty after tho tragedy. Gordon 
must have had two pistols, as six bullets 
pierced Brown's body and three that of 
Mrs. Gordon. Tho bed on which Brown 
and Mrs. Gordom lay was covered with 
blood, showing that ono or both had been 
shot while in that position or that In tho 
struggle ono or more of tho wounded had 
fallen there, 


Gordon himself was covered with blood, 
most of which doubtless was the result of 
contact with 
his wounded antagonist. 
V/hat part, if any, Mrs. Gordon took in 
tho encounter, only her husband Is in a 
position to say. . 


Two bullets are embedded In the door, 
several wont through a window, three aro 
burled in tho wall and two In the celling. 
Tho walls are smeared with blood. Tho 
dingy carpet on tho floor is saturated with 
gore, and the furniture was badly broken 
In tho fray. 


Bx'own's body Is covered with blood from 
head to foot. There was no clothing on 
the body except a pair of knit drawers 
and a pair of black socks. Tho undershirt 
had been removed and tho wounds wero 
plainly visible. 


Mrs. Gordon's body was found on tho 
cellar door, face downward, clothcdonly In 
a chemise and a skirt, and in stocking 
feet. Her hair was loose, and was hang- 
ing about her head in a tangled mass. Her 
face was calm and gave no sign of astrug- 
gle. Her bosom was covered with blood 
and her skirt bespattered with tho fluid. 
Her hands were tightly clenched and hor 
faco smeared with splotches of blood. 


Gordon Is unhurt, but is sufToring from 
nervous prostration. 
Gordon stated that 
he tried to kill himself after shooting 
Brown and his wife, but the cartridge 
failed to explode, and his hand was nerv* 
ous. On Ills way to jail Gordon said that 
he had suspected the couple for somo time, 
and about a week ago his suspicions were 
confirmed. Ever since he iiad kept a watch 
on his wife. 


At 8 o'clock last night the coroner's jury 
rendex'ed a verdict of justifiable homicide. 
Governor Jirown, accompanied by Sec- 
retary of State Headley,arrived in tho city 
from Frankfort last eveulug, and is stop- 
ping at the Gait House. Tho governor is 
completely prostrated by the aifair. 


Mrs. Gordon was Miss Nellie Bush, of 
this city, and her family Is one of the best 
known and most prominent in this state. 
Her father was once state librarian and 
her grandfather was Judge 
/achariah 
Wheat, chief justice of tho court of ap- 
peals of Iventuoky, and ono of the most 
learned and distinguished of Kentucky 
jurists. 
She eloped with Gordon about 
ten years ago. bho leaves three children. 


Brown was divorced from his wife a few 
years ago, and his intimacy witli Mrs. 
Gordon was the ground fur tho st^paration. 
On account of tliu high social standing of 
the pariles none of tue facts Wure iuado 
public at thu UiJic of the diVorce.

COKNSTALK 130KBU. 


A now enemy to Indian corn is slowly 
working its way to the Northern States. 
It is an old enemy of the sugar cane and 
'to a limited extent of Southern corn. 


It was known in the West Indies, 
where sugar cane was first cultivated in 
America, 
In 1^55 it was first noticed in 
limited localities in Louisiana. 
It was 
probably introduced by snipping in cane 
from the AVcst Indies. 


From 
Louisiana 
the 
I)orer 
slowly 
.spread into Mississippi, 
Georgia 
and 
northward, until now it is reported as 
far northward as the Maryland border. 


Its life history was easily made out. 
In spring the eggs are laid on the leaves 
of the young cane near the axles, and 
the young borer enters the stalk and 
commences to tunnel, usually upward. 
When ready to transform it burrows to 
the surface, making a hole for tho exit 
-of the future moth, and translorms to tho 
pupa state. 
There are several genera- 
tions in the course of a season, and the 
insect hibernates 
in the larval 
state 
within the stalks. 


Occabionally whole fields are nearly 
ruined, but there has been no general 
•complaint from larmers. 
It is only the 
first brood that materially injures corn. 
If the corn bo vigorously attacked when 
it is young the stalk will bo stunted and 
sometimes killed. 
The borer is often 
at work doing considerable damage when 
its presence is not even suspected. 


On July 24, 1891, an examination of 
twenty-seven 
fields 
iu 
King 
George 
•County, 
Va,, showed twenty-five per 
-cent, oi the stalks to be infested. 
Most 
-of the larva3 were found below the sec- 
-ond joint, aud the number ranged from 
• one to twelve to a stalk. 


The Government entomologists 
ex- 
press a belieJ that, with tho more careful 
and thorough methods of 
cultivation 
that are in vogue in the North, this in- 
sect will have no chance for its life. 
Plowing the stalks under iu the fall, 
burning, or a constant rotation of crops 
will destroy 
the 
insect, as it lives 
through the winter in the dry stalks— 
New York Herald. 


TUB CARE OP BKOOD MAKES, 


i?ome points from an 
experienced 
breeder on the proper care of 
brood 
•mares may be of interest to many. 
In 
the proceedings of the AVisconsiu Far- 
mers' Institute, A, 0, Fox, of Oregon, 
Wis,, is reported as saying, among other 
things in regard to them, that too much 
•concentrated food, too nice and comfort- 
able stables and too generous keep are 
the sure forerunners of disaster to brood 
.mares. Tho plan which in his experience 
has given the best net results is to turn 
tho mares out early in the fall, so that 
they may get thoroughly accustomed to 
it. 
Then, instead of taking them uj) 
when winter sets iu,they are turned into 
a field of reserve pasture composed prin- 
cipully of blue grass or June grass which 
lius been previously set apart for them 
about July 1. They are very fond of this 
feed and keep in good condition on it. 
This reserve pasture is located near tim- 
ber in wJiich tho mares find their i)rin- 
. cipal slielter. 


Jiriefiy stated,they usually remain hero 
until the snow becomes so hard and 
' Crusted that they cannot get to the graa^ 
They are thcu taken into largo yards in 


which are located common open sheds. 
In the middle of the yards are covered 
mangers, each of which holds one good 
load of straw. 
These are filled as often 
as required with oat straw and supple- 
mented with corn fodder. 
Towards the 
latter part of the winter ground oats and 
bran arc fed freely. 


When near fcaling time each mare is 
removed to tbe breeding barn, which is 
rnntrally locatcd to three or four small 
fields or paddocks. 
Here they receive 
their daily exercise, with soft,nourishing 
food,until their foals are about two weeks 
old. 
They are next turned into a field 
iidjoining the railroad, where tho foals 
becomc car-broken 
before they are a 
month old. 
Colts should be thoroughly 
handled before they are a year old,haltei 
broken and taught to lead up promptly 
and their limbs all handled. 
They will 
be pleasant and tractable always after- 
wards, and right here is one of the chief 
secrets of having gentle horses.—New 
York World. 


JIILK TKSTEUS. 


The new milk testing machines 
are 
creating quite a revolution iu the dairy. 
The chief item .of 
change is in the 
method of paying for the milk 
at 
thi 
factorieo whether the milk is to be made 
into butter or cheese. 
Formerly it was 
the custom to pay by the pound of milk 
without regard to the percentage of fat 
or solid contents, but under 
the 
new 
system the rule is to pay according to 
the pioportioa of butter-fat found in the 
milk. 
When butter is made from the 
milk it is easy to see that the pound oi 
milk which produces the greatest amount 
of butter is the most valuable, and should 
be paid for accordingly. 
Witli cheese 
as made in this country, though the 
rule does not hold good in Europe, the 
more milk fat is worked into the cheese 
the more valuable it becomes, thus com- 
puting the price of milk 
at the cheese 
factory upon the same basis as at tho 
creamery. 
The 
struggle 
to 
discover 
some simple and reliable method of test- 
ing milk has been going on vnth 
vigor 
for years. 
At first it was thought all 
the "milk solids would have to be deter- 
mined in order to make a fair test of its 
value. 
But practical dairymen have de- 
cided that if thev can tell the amount 
of available fat in the milk that will 
settle its value so far as they are con- 
cerned. 
There may come a time when 
cheese-makcrs can produce as fine cheese 
from part skimmed mi!k 
as the Dutch 
now do. 
In such an event makers will 
have to look more sharply after the 
caseine than the fat in the milk. 


The new machines for determining the 
fat have suggested a new industry. 
Stu- 
dents from the various experiment 
sta- 
tions are now going about the counlry 
testing herds for pay. 
They charge so 
much per cow. 
When the herd is largo 
the fee is only a few cents each, but suf- 
ficient to pay for tho services of the test- 
er. 
Of couro one test does not deter- 
mine the full value of the cow, but tho 
student can establish a clientage, and by 
making periodical visits keep the dairy- 
man thoroughly posted as to the value 
of tho cows ho wishes tested. 
It is to 
be hoped that this new industry will bo 
found to pay its promoters. 
It is difli- 
cult to conceive of any point in dairying 
of greater importance to the dairymen of 
the country, and shrewd, energetic men 
will give it full support. 
Those who do 
not will soon find themselves forced to 
the rear.—American Agriculturist.

nonsense about him." 
He was in land 
and real estate, and seemed to be for- 
ever talking about '^fifty-vara lots on 
O'Farrell street." 
He' spoke unre- 
servedly about his humble origin, be- 
cause he was not ashamed of it and be- 
cause it made peoi^Io establish com- 
parisons between it and himself and 
forced them to admire him for having 
raised himself to a position so far 
above that to which lie had been dee-

a-sing, you know, kai, gingh, high- 
binders." 


"Ah !" said Shotover, with the voice 
of a man who has been groping in tho 
dark for tho matches on the mantle 
and has suddenly found them. 
"Ah, 
this throws some light on it ; kai gingh, 
that means highbinders, you know. 
The Tongs havo been out sinco yester-

Every now and then we aro remind- 
ed how young this country is. 
A man 
named John L. Gill died in Columbus, 
Ohio, tho other day, at 'the advanced 
age of ninety, who was tho originator 
of tho immense coal business of that

In the year 1827 or 1828 ho 
took four six-horse wagon loads of 
stoves to Athens, and on the trip saw 
a blacksmith using coal. 
Inquiry de- 
veloped that tho coal was dug from 
tho Athens hills. 
The blaoksmitu was 
induced to dig sufliciont coal to load 
tho teams on thoir return trip. 
On 
arrival in Columbus tho coal was sold 
at sixty cents a bushel, $15 per ton, 
and used for blacksmithing purposes 
in connection with the stage conch 
line. 
This was tho first coal ever car- 
ried to Columbus for manufacturing 
purposes from the valley, and was tho 
commoncemcnt of 
an industry 
in 
which great sums of money are in- 
vested and thousands of minors em- 
ployed, and that has materially aided 
in making Ohio one of the great manu- 
facturing 
commonwealths 
of 
the 
United States. 
And this was less than 
seventy years ago. —Worcester Sj^y.

Giant Amoui? Sailin? Ships. 


When the Wilson Line steamship 
Persian Monarch ran ashore on a Long 
Island eandy beach about nine months 
ago it was several days before she was 
dragged off and hauled to Erie Basin, 
where it was found she was badly 
stove-in forward. 
The vessel was a 
big iron steamship, with a tremendous 
cargo-carrviug capacity, but she was 
slow. 


Her owners, who were willing to 
sell, could not get a price big enough 
to enable them evento pay the wreck- 
ers' salvage, so she was put up at pub- 
lic auction to pay the latters' claims. 
She was purchased *'for a song" by 
Charles R. Flint, who has had the old 
craft converted into a sailing vessel. 
Tho transformation from a low, raking 
steamer to a sailing vessel with sky- 
scraping masts has been completed. 


The Persian Monarch is tho largest 
sailing ship afloat. 
She is 411 feet 
over all. When the canvas on her tall 
spars and wide-spreading yards is 
thrown to the wind there will be an 
exposed area of 10,000 square yards. 
Mr, Flint will fly the Stars and Stripes 
from the maintopmast-head of 
the 
great vessel. 


Her measurement is 3923 tons. 
Her 
masts tower 184 feet from the keel, and 
the great fore, main and jack cross- 
yards are ninety-five feet long.

A Portable Church, In AVblcli the 
Prelate Travels to Many Places

mission among the widely scattered 
villascs on tho Hue of tho Northern 
Pr.cilio, Chicago, Milwaukee and Kt. 
Paul, Great Northern and *»Soo"Rail- 


of Fredcricktou, New BruuRwick. Tho 
bishop's chair came from Davenport, 
Iowa. St. James's Church of Brooklyn 
donated tho altar books. 
Tho font 
waa the gift of Calvary Churcb of New 
York, 
Chicago sent tho solid silver 
communion service, and tho Young 
Ladies' Missionary Society of 
the 
Church of tbo Heavenly Rest presented 
tho organ, which is a high-class instru- 
ment. 


Bishop Wallcer sends placards to the 
railroad stations he intends to visit, 
by wbich ho announces bis coming. 
Theso aro posted ton days ahead, in 
order that news of the approach of tho 
Church of tho Advent may reach the 
ranchmen and farmers of the sur- 
rounding distric t. 
On the appointed 
day the bishop is prepared to admin- 
ister the sacraments of tho communion 
andconGrmation, solemnize marriages, 
administer tho rite of baptism or or- 
dain qualified applicants in tho mis- 
sionary service of the church.

This was and is the only cathedral 
car in the world. 
Its success induced 
John D. Rockefeller to defray the 
cost of a car, which is being operated 
over the entire line of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad by Boston Smith, a 
Baptist evangelist, 
A movement is 
also on foot to construct a car for 
missionary service among the colored 
people of the Southern States, 
There 
have been at various times missionary 
boats on the Western rivers, the 
Evangel being an especially elaborate 
aiTair, with a seating capacity of 300. 


^'The Church of the Advent" dififore, 
however, from all of these, in that it 
is but incidentally a missionary car, 
being primarily the cathedral of the 
diocese, and it will remain as such 
until the further development of the 
State warrants a more conventional 
arrangement. 


North Dakota has eighteen «estab- 
lished churches and forty-five inissions 
of the Episcopal faith. 
Tho growth 
has been very slow, as the bulk of the 
immigration into the State has been 
from countries where tho 
English 
Church is unknown. 
The majority of 
the Episcopalians in the State are from 
Canada; the remainder are English 
people and Easterners. 
The cathedral 
car was built at Pullman, 111., and cost 
S3000. 
Its principal external feature 
is the Gothic projection, or transept. 
Charles Q, Haight, a New York archi- 
tect, drew tho plans. 
The car is sixty 
feet long. 
At one end is the chancel, 
with altar, lectern and font. 
A cabi- 
net organ occupies a position at one 
side of the car. 
The body of the cathe- 
dral is equipped with eighty chairs. 


ing just returned from a trip embrac- 
ing eighty towns, villages, hamlets 
and ''vicinities." 
In no instance was 
his congregation less than seveuty-five 
souls, although the immediate popu- 
lation of the point visited was in many 
instances less than forty. 
Ranchmen 
and farmers with their families would 
often ride a distance of fifty miles to 
attend services in tho traveling church. 
Many people attended, 
no doubt, 
through a feeling of pure curiosity. 


On this point the bishop tells tho 
story of tho old Scotch woman who 
boasted to her rector of having at- 
tended church on the previous Sun- 
day, but when catcobisod she could re- 
call neither tho text nor a single point 
of the sermon. 


''What good, then, does it do you 
to go to church?" tho rector asked. 
For answer the old woman pointed to 
a lot of fresbly-washed linon hanging 
on the line and asked him whether 
there were any signs on it of the soap 
and water through, which it passed, 
yet it was better for its experience. 


The cathedral car is especially pop- 
ular among the railroad men and they 
attend the services in largo numberiy. 
Bishop Walker travels with a single 
servant, who acts also as sexton of the 
cathedral. 
On rare 
occasions tho 
bishop has been called upon to offici- 
ate at funeriils. 


Bishop Walker was born in New 
York City in 1H39, and after ordina- 
tion served for many years as aesist- 
ant in charge of Calvary Chapel. 
In 
1883 the missionary district of North 
Dakota was created, and he was as- 
signed to it. 
Ho became conspicuous 
in church history by his labors among 
the Indians, and in 1887 bo was ap-

By day this serves as a study, rectory, 
itt)bing-room, and, on occasion, as a 
kitchen. 
At night a berth is let down, 
and the Episcopal palace becomes the 
bishop's bedohamber. 


The body of the interior of tho car 
is finished in antique oak. The churcb 
idea is very emphatically impressed by 
the Gothio panels and the carvings of 
sacred symbols.

mite to the construction fund, 
The 
altar was the gift of a church at Sum- 
miti N. J.

Tho paper goes to press in big sheets, 
which are so folded that the blank side 
Is turned inward when taken In hand 
by the subscriber, and so that there is 
neither cutting nor pasting. 
Owing to 
the thinness of the paper it has a 
greasy, yellow appearance, and it is 
printed so closely with Chinese type 
that not an Inch seems to be wasted. 


The headline or title of tho paper con- 
sists of two Chinese characters, taking 
up a space not wld^r than one of the 
columns of our newspapers, and not 
more than an inch In length. 


Its prl*e is 10 cash, which, allowing 
for the difference In currency, makes 
it equivalent to half a cent of 
our 
money.
